According to Webster's New Collegiate Dictionary, mercy is defined as "compassion that 
forbears punishing even when justice demands it or that extends to help even the lowliest or 
most undeserving." As I thought about how this definition applies to my life, questions began 
to flood my mind. When do I seek mercy? Do I deserve the mercy and compassion that I am 
given by God and my neighbor? Who are the people in the world whose needs for mercy are 
not met? Who are the lowly and the undeserving? What can I do to help those most in need of 
mercy? 

The Divine Mercy Chaplet is a devotion that challenges me to forget about my own needs 
and consider the voices throughout the world who are crying out for compassion. It can be very 
easy to get caught up in the privileges of my own life and forget about the injustice and 
suffering in the lives of my brothers and sisters. Consider the millions of children throughout 
the world whose cry for food or water seems to go unheard. Can you imagine being a parent 
who has to endure the pain and guilt of not being able to provide for your child's most basic 
needs? Think about the despair that plagues the man who has made a mistake in his life and 
now sits in a jail cell waiting for a second chance or to mend a broken relationship. Can you 
imagine the embarrassment and shame that a beggar on the street must feel as he begs for 
money? He must forfeit his pride in asking for help and admitting to his poverty. It is easy to 
judge these people until we have shared in their suffering. 

I began saying the Divine Mercy Chaplet when my Uncle Greg left for Iraq. It was 
impossible for him to hide his fear and uncertainty as he left his family to serve his country as a 
soldier. The Divine Mercy Chaplet became my prayer for Greg and the rest of Charlie Battery. I 
wanted them to feel God's mercy and compassion despite the danger and hate. When my uncle 
was killed in Iraq, I found it very difficult to continue this devotion because I felt like my 
prayers hadn't been heard. However, I eventually realized that my uncle had found the 
ultimate compassion in heaven, and I knew that his fellow guardsmen along with many other 
people throughout the world still longed for mercy and justice. The Divine Mercy Chaplet has 
brought out Jesus' call to solidarity in my life. It has instilled in me a desire to love the lowly 
and the forgotten.

When Julian became Emperor of present day Syria in the late 350s, he made paganism the 
state religion. He issued several edicts stripping all Christian churches of property and 
ordering all towns to establish pagan temples for worship. 

Mark, who was the Bishop of Arethusa at the time, had gained many converts to 
Christianity prior to the reign of Julian. But when Julian came into power, many Christians 
reverted back to paganism and demanded that the Bishop rebuild their pagan temples. When 
Mark refused, he was flogged and flayed and dragged through the streets. They cut off his ears 
with strong, fine threads, stripped him naked, smeared him with honey and left him bound to a 
tree for the wasps and mosquitoes to eat. Even though he was quite elderly, this martyr of 
Christ endured his torture without complaint, and his face shone like an angel of the Lord. 

Mark's fortitude made such a great impression on the citizens that they finally let him go 
free, and, one by one, they came to him to receive instruction and become Christians again.
